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DELAYED DJSPATCHES. 

CVLU'OllNI-v. 

San FiiANcisca, April 1-1. — Accoiints 
of Steiabergor'.s troubios in Samoa are 
very couliiotiug. Other private let- 
ters and tbe statements of pasaeiifrei's 
by the Ada May are to the eiloct tliut 
the peoi^lo aud Ic^ishiluro, after Steia- 
bergbi's arrest, depoaod llio king, 
banished him. to tho neighboring 
islands, and'^dematided Stoiiiborger's 
release. This was refused, and the 
Barracouta brought tlio king back, 
but the people deolino to ncliiiowlodge 
him. It ia tho canifst doriiro to pro- 
test, on tho part of tho people, until 
the arrival of the Tuacarora aud re- 
lease of the premier. The premier's 
personal effects have boon sold, the 
principal purchasers being officers of 
the Barracouta. Included in tho sale 
•was tho steam liiunch presoiitfid to tho 
Samoan government by the U. S. gov- 
ernment. It is also stated that tho 
, .. English residents desire the annex- 
ation of Samofi to the British colonies, 
which will bo accomplished if the 
United States don't uitorf-ere; that 
Foster, the Aiiionciu consul, backs 
them up against his own countrymen; 
that the whole trouble arises from the 
interfei^ence of Steinberger v/ith their 
designs; that the natives have groat 
faith in the Araoricans aud desire 
their protection. 

\V. H. llhodes, an author, who 
wrote under tho 'noiu do plume' of 
'Caxton,' died at his reaidonce in this 
city at 8 o'clock this evening, of 
Bright'8 disease of the kidneys, aged 
53. 

The Senate commission to investi- 
gate the Chinese question to-day re- 
ceived tbe report of tho sub-committee 
who wore occupied yesterday in con- 
' ■ ference with tho Chiueso companies 
and in an inspection of Chinatown. 
The committee found about 150 Chi- 
nese gambling houses, uU of which 
are now closed, owing to the recent 
vigilance of the police. They also 
ascertained from the statements of tbe 
special police that about GO houses of 
: prostitution were in existence, although 
their sphere of immorality has lately 
been much circumscribed by tho ac- 
tivity of the police. The committee 
were profoundly impressed with the 
overcrowding filth and unwholesome 
habits of life they saw during their 
tour, and expressed their inability to 
understand why ijostilonco did not 
ensue. As to the question of render- 
ing Chinatown lit lor occupation by 
■41 . whitesj in their opinion the only thing 
' • that woiild render it habitable would 
be its destruction and rebuilding of 
new material. 

In conference with officers of the 
Chinese companies, tho laiter stated 
thej.were merely agents for tho peo- 

}' "llFit 1^^^ being eitcted by a popu- 
hi ibte^ arfd^having no control what- 
ever over tho Chinese. Tht.y staled 
that their records showed that about 
140,000 Chinese had lauded hero since 
the immigralion began; aVioat GU.OUO 
being the present population of tho 
''St&te, half of whom were concentrated 
in San Francisco. In answer to ques- 
3 jj lions as to their ability to break up the 
'■gambling den8,tlioy assorted that such 
an attempt would bo attended with 
dangerous cousetjuonees to tboiusolves, 
as tho parties engaged in that pursuit 
were a set of desperate and lawloss 
cK8ra°f^'"S, and would seek revenge if 
. . interfered with.

The entire north ns far as heard 
from, including Fort Tyberti, Sorou, 
Grandee, Iviere.Lembiaud Plassaiico, 
have declared in favor of tho revolu- 
tion. Ou the Gth of April the troops 
of the north were marching on Gonia- 
ves to attack that place, should such 
be found necessary, which is not prob- 
able. It is almost certain that the 
present government must fall.

The Battle of};the^.Ro^ 

The reporii oi tbo railway engineers 
as to the impassable state of Oardher's 
Canal on the 10th of April; the report 
of the Otter as to the condition of 
Bute and Deane Canals a vreelc ago; 
and the location of the.railway line as 
far as Fort George decides the battle 
as to routo beyond the faintest shadow 
of a doubt in favor of Bute Inlet. 
What is the evidence on which this 
opinion is based? The engineers re- 
mained at Gardner's Inlet through 
most of February, all of March and 
several days of April. During much 
of that time the fiercest galea prevail- 
ed, the cold was intense, and five and 
six feet of snow foil on the level. Tbo 
■waters of the Inlet were frozen for a 
distance of 25 miles below the head, 
the anchorage was bud, and the she^, 
ter poor; and the Sir James Donglaa 
lost an anchor and parted a cable dur- 
ing one of the blows. The steamer 
Otter, sent in search of the Sir James 
Douglas, sailed from Victoria on the 
10th inst. She reached Waddington 
Harbor, head of Bute Inlet, on the 
12lh. There vja<t no ice in the Lilet and the 
mertst fprinkle of snow lay on the banks. 
She proceeded on to Deane Canal 
and found ice at the bead and deep 
BDonr everywhere. Indians reported that 
the Canal had been frazsn all winter .Thoae 
facts, as we have said, decide the bat- 
tle of the routes in favor of the Bute 
Inlet route. In grade the latter is not 
inferior to the Deane Canal route, 
while it is fifty miles shorter and lies 
120 miles farther south than Deane. 
A trana-continental railway through 
the interior of the Province from Fort 
George and reaching saltwater at Bute 
Inlet will be a centra/ roai/— valuable from 
a strategical and commercial point of 
view, and upon those considerations 
infinitely superior to either an ex- 
treme southern or an extreme northern 
line. The Bute Inlet is the natural route 
for the railroad, and once adopted aa 
the line of the Canadian Pacific (as it 
must sooD be) will certainly find as its 
natural terminus ihe cominodious and per- 
fectly land-locked harbor of Esqui- 
nalt, destitute of rocks or bar, and 
(save the Bay of San Francisco) with- 
out a peer from Cape Horn to the 
North Pole.

The eoxrespoDdence on the subject 
of the admission of fish oils and fish 

from Britisli Columbia into ports pf 
the United States has been laid before 
the House of Commons. The papers 
comprise dispatches that have passed 
between the Canadian, United States 
and British Governmants on the sub- 
ject and a Minute of Council of the 
Ottawa Government asking the Im- 
perial Government to urge on the 
United States the uocessity of includ- 
ing this Province in the benefits of 
the Washington Treaty. The follow- 
ing dispatch explains itself: — 
The Eirl of Carnarvon to tha Officer Ad- 
' ministering the Gooernment. 

Downing Strbet, 12 Augnat, 1876. 
Sib, —Her Majesty's Oovornment has 
been in aommanioittioQ with the Law 
OlHcers of the Crown, on the subject of 
your despatch No. 123, of th«^ lut &Iay 
last, eDcloBing a report of the Privy 
Council on the Bnl)jeat of the rcfntal of 
tUa Uaitad St.iteu Cuitoan authorities to 
allow the importation, free of duty, of 
fish and Hub oil from British Columbia, 
under the 2l8t article of the Treaty of 
Washington, and they are advised that 
the worda "Dominion cf Canada" in the 
Treaty of Washington, article 21, mnst 
b« governed by the Htate of things exist 
ing May, 1871, and cannot now receive a 
wider oonntruction from tha fact that ad- 
ditional territory baa since been added to 
the Dominion. 

2. Her Majusty's Government has been 
further advised that it would not be pOH 
sible to uphold tha argument contained 
in the report of the Oommilteo of Privy 
Couuoil of the 30th April, 1875, upon the 
26th article of tha Treaty of Washington, 
and they fear that no inflaenoe, applio 
able in any way to the preeent case, can 
be drawn from the proviiion that the 
navigation of certain ipeoified rivers is to 
bo free. 

3. On the other hand it would appear 
that somn confirmation of the /iow taken 
by thd United StatcH Custom House may 
bo deemed to be given by articles 18 and 
19 of tha Treaty, which apply only to 
fiaberies on the eastern or Atlantic side of 
the Continent. 

i. The article 83 providea the means bv 
whicli the several, articles named are to 
be carried into operation, bat does not 
provide for extending tbo meaning or the 
operation of those articles, and Hor Ma- 
jesty's Government are advinod that the 
Act of CongreBH of the let of March. 1873, 
and the Act of Parliament of Canada of 
Uth of June, 1872. mast both be oonstra- 
ed with reference to the '**J>ominion of 
Canada" as that Domibibh mm on the 8th 
May. 1871. 

6. I regret very much for these reasons 
it baa not appeared possible to instrnot 
Sir Edward Thornton to bring the matter 
' b^fdre the United States Government as 
propoMd bv the Dominion Government.

BRITISH COLUMBTA. 



Intarcitlng Kvlilnncs of ProfeMor Alaeoan 
Bafon Ut« ParliamentBi-y Committee. 

The Immigration and Colonization 
Committee met this morning, Mr. 
Trow in tho chair. 

Pjofessor Miooun, Government 
Botanist, gave a liistory of the North- 
west, and its cnpabilitios for agricul- 
tural purposes. 

On the 21flt of July last year, in the 
56lh parallel of latitude, a party of 
which he was one, had a dinner of 
now potatoes, and at Vermilliou, on 
the 12th of August, barley was all cut 
und wheat ripening. At Lake Atbi;- 
baska on the 26th of August, lie liail 
found barley and wheat ripe. Tho 
samples of these grains bad be^n 
brought to Ottawa and weighed, the 
barley weighing 2G pounds and the 
wheat 68. Further land extended at 
least 100 miles on each sido of the 
Peace River, and was 7GU miles in 
length, with scarcely n swamp to bo 
seen in the whole country. He col- 
lected plants at diflferenfc points from 
the Rocky Mountains to Anhabasku, 
and found that the climate was wiii iuoi' 
tho farther north he went. The sumo 
plants were found in Peace River as 
green as on the shores of Lake Ontario. 
At an elevation of 741 feet above the 
valley of the Peace River he found tho 
earth covered with grass to tho heijiht 
of from three to five foot. For the 
last ten years the ice on tho Peace 
River broko up about the middle of 
April. According to the record of tiie 
Hudson Bay Company's agent, at St. 
John, Rocky Mountains, tno ico was 
only beginning to form when tbo Red 
River was frozen over. Tlie Peace 
Rivor District was heavily timbered. 
C/n being questioned as to the advan- 
tages of the Pacific Railway as a 
means of openinfj settlements, he 
stated that he would not advise the 
construction of the Pacific Rail\va\ 
unless it would pay but ho would 
build it as fast as the country wa4 set- 
tled. Periodical visitations of the 
grasshoppers might occur at R- d 
River, but he was of opmioii that they 
would never trouble tbo Peace Rivci. 
The summer temperature of Fori 
Simpson in latitude 62 was little low- 
er than any of the wheat-growiu;,' 
sections of Ontario. There woro great 
deposits of coal in this district, and 
examinations mudo by Me.i^i;*. Floni 
ing, Selwyn, Ricbardsou, tiimself and 
others ut ditToreut points ulonfj llie 
base of the Rocky Mountains he in- 
ferred that coal extended all aloupr 
the base of the mountains for 100 
miles east. Gypsum and crybtalizod 
salt were alco found on tlio I'cacu 
River. All along the shores of Jjake 
Arthabaska great quautities of liquid 
tar were constantly flowing out of the 
seams in the rocks. Petroleum was 
also plentiful and could be seHO on all 
the lakes and rivos. In addition to 
these were deposits of iron ore in- 
terstratilied %vith tho coal and this 
iron would yield 50 per cent. 

In Riving an account of the rivers 
and lakes of the far distant Province, 
he said in the Fraser and Stickoen 
rivers salmon were so plentiful that 
they were found dead alon;{ tho banks. 
Goal was found on Queen CljailoUu 
Island, and gohl along tho Peaco 
rivor, tho Fraser and Siickeen. .the 
hunch prass was being displaced by 
sage brush, which sent its looi.s ileop. 
er into the ground than bunch grass, 
and was preferred by the ('attlu whicli 
fed on it in winter aiul fatic-ncil. 
There was good timber on tho m nm- 
tain sides. Boads were very difficult 
to build on the p.:airies, and the ob- 
stacles which had to bo overcome in 
constructing one through tho canyons 
of the Fraser were inconceivable. Tne 
Government had, however, built a 
good road there, and thero was iio toll 
on it, except at Speuco's bridge. 
Great inconvenience was oxporionoed 
in tho Province from tho want of 
Kmall chaiigo; the smallest coin boini,' 
a ton cent "bit," which had to bo 
paid for trifling commodities, such as 
matches, and SO of course renders 
them very expensive. The consumi^- 
tion of intoxicating liquor in Britibli 
Columbia was most injuriou.s, and was 
ruining the people, dustroyin;,^ their 
brightest intellects, and assisting in 
tho spread of diseases. Tho warm 
stream which struck the coast, and 
which set in from tho Japan Sea, ren- 
dered the climate mild ovon in tho in- 
terior. Parts of the interior which 
were situated ton degrees further 
north than Boston enjoyed the same 
climate, the frosts in winter not being 
injurious.

It will thus be seen 
that instead of obtaining a fat contract 
last year, Barnurd & Co. were paid exact- 
ly ono half of tho lowest rate demanded 
now as the result of tho fullest and fair 
est competition. This is an instanoo il- 
lustrating the reckloasness of false asser- 
tion indulged in by the political enemies 
of the Paymaster and Purveyor of the 
0. P R S iu thia Province, who, we 
feel well assured, is most careful and as- 
siduous in his end(>avor3 to got tho sup 
plies and freighting as cheaply as po.ssi- 
bio, BUil who we feel confident from our 
knowledge of bim knows neither fiiend 
nor foe in the discbarge of hia onerous 
and responsible duties.

Editor Colonist : — It seoms strange 
that in the present deprosaed state of 
the Colony no notice is taken of tbo 
Chinese disease that infects our labour 
market. Tho Govornmeut takes no 
notice of the smouldering fire, which is 
likely tD'hu-rafafc any momeut, the 
conflagration being urf,'od on by want 
of work, continual immigration of 
Chiuose, and now a tax on all adults. 
Why not tax the Chiunman who ia a 
leech and curse on the labour market, 
und no benefit to tho country or to the 
white population. This feeling is 
greatly augmented by the Chinese 
movement in California. The Chinese 
are useful to a few people in tho Col- 
ony, and are favoured for the bonolit 
of this few, against the interest of the 
white labourer. 

Now, Sir, I think if no notice is 
taken of this Chinese plague it will 
cause a considerable amount of trouble 
in the country, as the Indians aro in- 
censed and ready for the &tat move of 
the white men to commence a raid on 
the Chinese. A tax of $30 per head 
on these people would increase the 
revenue, and for the present stop the 
ill-feeling of tho white population 
against taxation.

Since flint date they 
have received in all §1,100, 000, overy 
cent of which their Government has 
spent, and incurred a debt of about 
8750,000 besides. Just think of a com- 
munity of 15,000 people spending 81.- 
850,000 in three years, or at the rate of 
801G.GGG a yuar— au expenditure of $41 
pur head ))er annum. Tho oouaeqne"co 
of this rooUlessuesM is that tho Qororn- 
raent have been obliged to anticipate the 
subsidy from the Dominion. They have 
been forced to beg loans of tho men 
whom thoy have covered with abuse. 
Thoy owe tho General Government 8339.-

OREGON. 
Portland, Ogn., April 17. — Gold in 
New York 113; lo^eX tenders in Port- 
land, 88 buying; 89 selling. 

A special to the 'Journal' from 
Walla Walla says the representatives 
of tbo Grangers of Walla Walla Coun- 
ty pledge themselves to trade with no 
merchant ^vho patronizes the railioad 
in preference to teamsters, or sell to 
purchasers knowingly who ship by 
ralroad in preference to teamsters 
while teamsters do not charge over $5 
per ton from Wallula to Walla Walla; 
and thoy further pledge themselves to 
ship all their produce by teams instead 
of by railroad for the next 12 months 
at a rate of freight not to exceed $5 
per ton. It was also moved and ci- - 
ried that a committee of one bo ap- 
pointed to confer with the O.S.N. Co. 
or any other company, recording tho 
construction of another railroad from 
Walla Walla to Wallula. All the big 
merchants here have signed a paper 
to-day agreeing to give their freight 
to the teamsters. 

TEXAS. 

Galveston, April 17. — A Browns- 
ville special of the 16th says the gov- 
ernment force occupied Victoria, the 
capital of Talmapais, and demanded 
of Governor Corales whether be pro- 
nounced for Diaz.
